As Aziz headed to Moscow with the 
message from the Iraqi leadership, 
President Saddam Hussein went on 
Iraqi radio to rally his people for a 
final defense if the United States and 
its allies reject the latest peace terms. 

“The*s is no path except the path 
that we have chosen: ... This path 
which Tariq Aziz has carried to 
Moscow,” Saddam said. He acknowl- 
edged Iraq is ready to withdraw from 
Kuwait, but gave no clue to any other 
Iraqi or Soviet terms for peace. 

Various reports suggest the peace 
plan provides some guarantee that 
Saddam could remain in power.

“T think things have gone very 
well,” said Rick Hirst, a senior in 
computer science from Provo. “I 
think we’ve reached a lot of people 
today that we haven’t reached be- 
fore.” 

Hirst said he was particularly im- 
pressed with the teach-in organized 
by the BYU coalition; it included pre- 
sentations by a dozen BYU profes- 
sors on various aspects of the war. 

While many students said they had 
learned a lot through the activities 
organized by the BYU coalition, some 
also expressed suspicion of the coali- 
tion’s motives and close-mindedness 
of both pro-war and anti-war support- 
ers and coverage.

Plan ‘unacceptable, source says

The Book of Mormon, Another Tes- 
tament of Jesus Christ, teaches war is 
contrary to the laws of God, said 
Hugh W. Nibley, emeritus professor 
of ancient scripture, to a large audi- 
ence gathered in the Varsity Theater, 
ELWC, Thursday. 

Speaking about war in general, in 
conjunction with the “teach-in” on the 
gulf war sponsored by the BY U Coali- 
tion against War in the Middle Hast, 
Nibley said, “The great lesson of the 
Book of Mormon is not to seek a mili- 
tary solution” to a crisis. 

He quoted Mormon 8:20, which 
says, “Man shall not smite, neither 
shall he judge.” The Book of Mormon 
attributes war to secret combinations 
and the desire for power and gain, 
Nibley said. 

He said all laws are suspended dur- 
ing war, and “whoever chooses war 
must break most of the Ten Com- 
mandments.” 

“The driving force in the operation 
is the ambitious leader and his ego,” 
he said, citing examples from the 
Book of Mormon. . 

Nibley said Joseph Smith, the first 
president of The Church ’of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, outlined 
four unacceptable actions: to aspire, 
accuse, contend and coerce. War in- 
volves all of these. 

The Book of Mormon preaches re- 
pentance, Nibley said. The opposite 
of this is vengeance or revenge, which 
motivates war.

WASHINGTON — The Soviet- 
Iraqi proposal to end the Persian Gulf 
war is “unacceptable to the United 
States,” a senior Bush administration 
official said early Friday. 

This official, speaking under rules 
that prevent use of his name, volun- 
teered the assessment~following a 
meeting of President Bush with his 
senior national security advisers that 
lasted more than an hour and 40 min- 
utes. 

“The main conclusion is that the So- 
viet proposal represents a conditional 
withdrawal which is clearly beyond 
the scope of the U.N. resolutions,” 
the official said. 


“The Soviet call for lifting of eco- 
nomic sanctions and lifting the U.N. 
resolutions amounts to a conditional 
withdrawal that would be unaccept- 
able to the United States.” 

The official said administration offi- 
cials were communicating that con- 
clusion to coalition partners and ex- 
pected to make public comments later 
Friday. 

Before Bush’s meeting, which 
broke up at midnight, the administra- 
tion was careful not to reject the So- 
viet plan, saying only that Bush had 
serious concerns about it. 

“The war itself continues,” said 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwater, ac- 
knowledging that Bush had not de- 
cided yet whether to open a ground 


assault that for days had seemed im- 
minent. 

Harlier in the day, Defense Secre- 
tary Dick Cheney said allied forces 
were massing for “one of the largest 
land assaults of modern times,” a 
comment that lent urgency to the 
Iraqi mission to Moscow. 

Bush himself went to the theater, 
but then summoned advisers to a late- 
night meeting to review Moscow’s 
plan, officials said. One administra- 
tion source said among the problem 
areas were a proposed early end to 
sanctions against Baghdad and the 
avoidance of war reparations by Iraq. 

Soviet President Mikhail Gor- 
bachey called Bush Thursday night to 
brief him on details of the plan. 


CIA, Pentagon figures disagree 


10 to 15 percent of lraq’s tanks, artillery destroyed, CIA says

WASHINGTON — The CIA estimates 10 to 15 percent 
of Iraq’s tanks and artillery in Kuwait have been de- 
stroyed by allied bombing, intelligence sources said 
Thursday, far below the Pentagon’s 35 percent figure. 

The discrepancy is the result of different tools and 
philosophies used in assessing the damage, said officials 
who describe the CIA figures as a “worst-case scenario.” 

The extent of the damage will help determine how many 
casualties U.S. troops sustain once they mount a ground 


offensive on Kuwait. 


U.S. officials in Saudi Arabia said Thursday that about 
300,000 of Saddam Hussein’s 540,000 troops in the 
Kuwaiti theater still appear to be in fighting form. 

The Central Intelligence and Defense Intelligence 
agencies base their damage assessments on photographs 
taken by reconnaissance planes and spy satellites, as well

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Croatia joins Yugoslavian secession 


ZAGREB, Yugoslavia — Croatia invalidated all federal laws on its territory 
Thursday and said it would join its pro-independence ally Slovenia in initiating 
secession from Yugoslavia. 

Croatia’s parliament, the Sabor, voted overwhelmingly to proclaim the 
superiority of its law over federal legislation, and unanimously approved a 
resolution formally starting its secession from Yugoslavia’s federation of six 
republics and two provinces. 

The parliament of Croatia’s neighboring republic, Slovenia, took similar 
action Wednesday. 

The moves raised the stakes for Friday’s scheduled meeting of the federal 
presidency in Sarajevo. Four previous rounds aimed at sorting out 
Yugoslavia’s ethnic, political and economic differences have failed. 

All 340 deputies in the Sabor voted to adopt the resolution that foresees 
dissolving Yugoslavia, a nation of 24 million people, “into two or more coun- 
tries.” Any like-minded republics could join Croatia in a new, looser associa- 
tion of states that “fully respect each others’ sovereignty,” the resolution said. 

Officials of Croatia and Slovenia cite Yugoslavia’s longstanding inability to 
solve its deep divisions as reason for their drive toward independence. 

Leaders of the poorest republic of Macedonia in the south and the central 
multiethnic state of Bosnia-Hercegovina have indicated they would follow 
Croatia and Slovenia if they seceded. 


Paratroopers wait for land war to begin 


IN NORTHERN SAUDI ARABIA — When paratroopers have to wait, 
they call it racetracking. 

It refers to the oval pattern their planes fly over a jump zone when they have 
their gear on, their chutes ready, their adrenalin flowing. All they need to 
jump is a green light. 

Waiting for G-Day, the day for the ground war to start, is like racetracking 
for Bravo Company, 2nd Battalion, 325th Infantry Regiment of the 82nd 
Airborne Division. 

“It’s like the space shuttle. The countdown’s been stopped before blast-off,” 
said Pfe. Jerry Henderson, 20, of Caldwell, Idaho. 

Nevertheless, life goes on in the Saudi Arabian desert for the line doggies of 
Bravo Company, who call themselves “The Nasty Boys.” 

“We're as ready as anybody can ever be for war,” said 1st Sgt. Michael 
O’Neal, 35, of Ripley, W. Va. “We want to make sure we don’t lose our edge. 
It’s easy to become complacent if there ain’t bullets coming at you every day.” 


Senators decry Bush’s new energy plan 


WASHINGTON — Key senators declared Thursday there is no chance for 
enactment of President Bush’s new energy strategy unless its conservation 
elements are stiffened. 

The senators chided the administration for placing too much emphasis on 
energy production and not enough on conservation. 

The Bush administration indicated it is prepared to bend on some issues, 
including auto fuel efficiency requirements. 

Sen. Wendell Ford, D-Ky., lauded President Bush’s record on foreign 
policy, but said he “is unwilling to take a tough stand” on energy matters. 

Environmentalists as well as a growing number of lawmakers argue that no 
energy plan will be successful unless automakers are required to make vehi- 
cles more fuel efficient, since cars use 40 percent of the country’s oil. 

Most of the proposed energy conservation measures are modest, such as 
labeling requirements for lights and tax incentives for using alternative fuels 
such as ethanol. 

The administration’s energy plan calls for increased oil and gas production 
along some coastal areas and in Alaska’s Arctic National Wildlife Refuge. 


Albanian soldiers drive out protesters 


VIENNA, Austria — Soldiers fired warning shots Thursday to drive pro- 
democracy demonstrators out of an exclusive area where Albania’s leaders 
live, and protesters burned books by Communist Albania’s late founder. 

It was the second time in two days in the Albanian capital, Tirana, that 
security forces fired in the air to disperse crowds seeking a break with the 
Stalinist past and a quick transition to democracy. 

No one was hurt, and residents said the city was quiet Thursday night. 

Albanian state television broadcast footage showing soldiers firing salvos to 
keep thousands of people from forcing their way into “The Block.” 

A resident who had been on the scene said the crowd converged on a 
roadblock closing off the district after demonstrating in front of the Commu- 
nist Central Committee headquarters nearby. 

Some people climbed on tanks, singing and dancing ontop ofgthem. “The 
people wanted to go into The Block, and some soldiers shot in the air without 
injuring anyone,” said the resident, who spoke on condition of anonymity. 


Computer show displays new ‘reality’ 


SEATTLE — Computers are entering a new dimension that can give 
humans the sensation of cavorting underwater with killer whales and may 
someday allow air traffic controllers to “see” airplanes that are now blips on a 
screen. 

Experts from companies ranging from video-game manufacturers to tele- 
phone companies convened here Friday for a two-day symposium on the 
commercial potential of the new “virtual reality” technology. 

Virtual reality is a catch-phrase for new ways to let humans think and act 
with computers. By making fuller use of vision, hearing and touch, and 
exploiting computer graphics and sound, designers are able to create artificial 
electronic worlds that computer users can “virtually” enter. 

“This is trite, but it’s stepping into a new dimension,” said Jim Elias, 
executive director of US West Communications. 

The Human Interface Technology Laboratory at the University of Wash- 
ington is host of the symposium, the first to explore the commercial applica- 
tions of the new technology.

honors volunteers

Utah schools are celebrating Na- 
tional Parent Teacher Association 
Week February 17-23 in honor of 
those who promote the security and 
welfare of children. 

The Parent Teacher Association 
began in 1897 as the National Con- 
gress of Mothers, founded by Alice M. 
Birney and Phoebe A. Hearst. 

The organization helped to pass the 
child labor and school attendance 
laws. In 1924, the organization 
changed its name to the PTA. 

Utah has 19 different regions of the 
PTA which follow existing school dis- 
trict boundaries. 

Annette Armstrong, PTA presi- 
dent of the Alpine School District re- 
gion, said her region has more than 
11,900 members. 

Anyone can be’ a member of the 
PTA, as long as they agree to help 
fulfill the objectives of the PTA. 

Armstrong said the main PTA ob- 
jective is to promote the security and 
welfare of children in the home, 
school, community and places of wor- 
ship. 

Another important objective is to 
help secure laws to protect the chil- 
dren. 

“The PTA is an effective lobbying 
force because we have no hidden 
agendas, we don’t get paid and we are 
working only for the good of the chil- 
dren,” Armstrong said. 

Julie Oliver, next year’s PTA presi- 
dent for Edgemont Elementary, said 
the PTA sponsors activities to help 
children. 

Oliver’s main responsibility is to 
“oversee all of these activities and 
make sure everything runs 
smoothly.” 

Two of the activities that help 
Edgemont children are fund-raising 
projects held annually — the Read-A- 
Thon and a carnival. 

In the Read-A-Thon program, chil- 
dren get pledges of money from peo- 
ple based on how many minutes the 
children read each day. 

In the past, the money raised 
through this program was used to 
purchase literature books for. the 
school. 

Oliver said the program has been so 
successful that this year they will use 
the money to buy more math and sci- 
entific equipment.

In the not-so-distant future, Orem 
City may be the proud recipient of an 
$18 million baby. 

The new baby, to be delivered by 
the Utah Department of Transporta- 
tion, is an expansion and replace- 
ment of State Street with concrete. 

The project will extend from the 
Provo/Orem boundary to Orem’s 
1600 North, said Ott Dameron, di- 
rector of Orem’s public works. “Evy- 
erything hinges on funding,” he said. 

If funding for the project is ap- 
proved by the Utah State Legisla- 
ture, the actual construction is 
scheduled to begin July 1992 and the 
project should be completed some- 
time in 1996, Dameron said. 

According to Dan Nelson, director 
of the Provo/Orem district of UDOT, 
the proposed project has been di- 
vided into four points of develop- 
ment. 


State street expansion 
considered for Orem 


The first phase will begin at the 
Provo/Orem boundary on State 
Street (500 West in Provo) and is 
expected to extend to 1030 South. 

The second phase, which should 
begin in 1994, will pick up at 1030 
South and will stretch to Orem’s 
Center Street. The third phase will 
run from Center Street to 800 
North and the fourth stage will go 
from 800 North to 1600 North. 

In addition to its proposed work 
on State Street, UDOT is also con- 
sidering improving other areas. 
“At the diagonal, we would look at 
just west of State Street, over to 
about 800 East,” Nelson said. 

“A request has been made to the 
planning body of UDOT for that to 
be part of the five-year plan,” he 
said. “We (also recognize) that the 
whole area needs to have a master 
drainage system, so our first con- 
centration will be to work on the 
drainage design for the whole 
area.” 


Netters dominate

The BYU men’s and women’s 
alpine ski teams won their first ever 
National Collegiate Skiing Associa- 
tion regional championships at Breck- 
enridge, Colo., Thursday and will 
compete in the NCSA national cham- 
pionships March 13-16 at Mount 
Bachelor, Ore. 

With second-place finishes behind 
Central Oregon Community College 
in the slalom and Western State Col- 
lege of Gunnison, Colo., in the giant 
slalom, the Cougar men finished first 
in overall points. 

The BYU women finished first in 
the slalom and second in the giant 
slalom behind Western State for a 
first-place tie with Western State in 
the final standings. 

BYU racer Karianne Henni domi- 
nated the tournament, having the 
best individual time in both the slalom 
and giant slalom. Henni finished with 
times of 86.44 seconds in the slalom 
and 127.49 in the giant slalom. She 
has won every giant slalom race she 
has competed in this year. 

Also finishing strong for the BYU 
women was Raquel Weldon, with a 
89.19 third place finish in the slalom.
